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Maroh l6-71».We3t Akron..? P M ..Mrs Itollie Hansen and her youngsters,gocon^anied by 
her neighbors, happened to be talking outside, when they observed directly to the south, 
a huge golden ball, .with sort of rays or flames, seeming to shoot out from it, making 
it appear like a small sun or ball of fire. At t hat time, they estimated it to be about 
the size of a nickel. As they watched, it began to got smaller, turned a brilliant 
bright rod, thon to a deep dark rod dot, about tho size of a pea, and then, poof III' 
it was totaly gone. No noise was observed, no other unusual physical sensations ncxked. 
There was a hoavy cloud cover, with scattered rain-showers at the time.

Prior ,to this, however, Mrs Hansen had complained of being extremely fatigued, wanting 
to sleep all the time, and only three nights before she had called relating an incident 
in which she could not explain a small neat pinnolo with a small bruise directly over her 
left wrist veins, and a sort of imprint on her left thumb. Her hand was not sore or 
tender. However, after this experience, she found herself getting riher diz^, and un¬ 
able to walk with co-ordination.She fell, loosening the cartiloge on her knee. When 
she wont to the hospital for ox-rays of the knee, they also took ex-rays of her hand 
because by this time a largo lunp had developed on her wrist area, Just above the 
bruise and pin-hole. The results ?? on her wrist..either the formation of a new bone 
ridge . or floating cartiloge, from an old wound. The lun^ is ix>t now preseixt and she 
has not had any recurrancf of her physical difficulties. 

Shortly before the above experience, on Sunday the l4th and Saturday the 13th, we had 
two other calls very similar and in the same general area. One had come from te Copley 
Rd section, concerning a young lacfy,who, while talking to her sister-in-law in the kitchen 
suddenly felt a sharp pain on her ri^t hand, third finger. She looked down, and saw 
two small dots like bruises had appeared(they were HOT there moments before, according 
to both her and her sister-in-law.) directly in line with each other. Later, when we 

saw them, they had taken on the appearance of a small blister with a scab forming

atop it. Suddenly her sister-in-law exclaimed..'Look,.Look at your knuckle"...and 
looking down, they both saw small perfect'teeth marks on it..red and angry looking. 

Later this girl complained of feeling extremely tired, was pale, drawn and exhausted.

On, The'following day, Sunday, March l4th, another report came in from the Sllet section 
in which a woman had awakened in the middle of the ni^t to find her arm hurting terribly.

She was' chilled to the bone (not an outer 
dhill, but an innner one..from the bone out) and she said she heard a voice say(in 
her head) 'Alien forces are here.

vfe have NO explanation of these incidents..but they have been occuring with far too much 
regularlity in the'same general areas to ignore. All reports have the same general infor- 
nation..bites, marks, or bruises...extreme tiredness, a wan look abott them, jhability 
to concentrate, difficulty in keeping their balance,.vre do not have reports such as this 
from other areas of the locality .'Also, these reports seen to follow a specific geographical 
line...along thich we have in years past had seme rather extraordinary sittings.

March 19-23 •..people reported headaches, the kind that leave you feeling as tho your 
head is going to burst apart. Inability to sleep at night, individual being dead tired, 
but as soon as hitting the sack, their mind would begin to click endlessly and they 
were unable to fall into a restfull sleep. \^IIAT they were thinking none seemed reaUy . 
able to recall.. .From Friday 19th, straig).it thru to Monday 22 or early Tuesday morning, 
the 23, these headaches gave no let-uo, nor tho restlessness.But somewhere late >bnday 
or early Tuesday morn...they suddenly stopped with all to whom we have talked. One such 
incident is reported here... 

Nel_J'idley, Streetsborou^, returned home Monday night, tired to the bone, and weary - 

with a headache that would not stop and having been unable to sleep for nights, about 
done in. She resolved to watch TV until she was so tired both mentally and emotionally 
she ,would have to sleep.Shh did vreitch TV until around 2 AM, when she went tp.bed. As she 
undressed, her headache, became ven more intense, and then, altho she was prepared for bed, 
she had not yet, retired, she SAW the face of a woman, described as beautiful and- delicately 
featured, long, wavy blonde hair. Then a-voice spoke saying ' We aare your sisters... 
do,"not be afaaid...but get ready...get prepared * With that, tho face vanished, and so did 
her headache and her restlessness, and she simply dropped off to a soundless and total 
sleep.

Following this on March 25, we had two calls, one from someonw preferring not to be quoted, 
another from Ibllie Hansen, both stating that at about 11 P M, the TV channel 3, just prior 
"to.the news broadcast, and during a commercial, had so much interference on-it, with aig- 
aag lines,buzzing and accoupanying balder-dash, that it was impossible to see anything. 
Immediately following this, fee picture'became clear but inconstant, seeming .to be more of 
a background picture, and suddenly four people appeared on screen, three men and a woman, 
dressed in a short sort of outfit reminscent of what spee-people are pictured wearing-, 
the woman turning to LOOK into the room, giving both parties the feeling that she SAW 
them.

Dolly Hansen , Shirley Cradlebau^ and Marcell Wyant 
reported a laVge gold ball of li^t passed over the Vfest Hill area, headed north 

very low, so low in fact that roof-tops turned a pale gold at its passing, • and all, 
estimated it at about two feet in diameter. No noise was heard, but Mrs Hansen's two 
poodles were tearing thru her house in a panic and frenzy. 

’ 8:00 P M .. .large red fireball reported heading notlbh, low, appeared to be about 
tho size of a quarter...possibly larger. No noise 

8; 15 .. .brilliant white star-like object sifted, twice tho size of the North Star, 
hovering in a direct northwest direction, hi^ above..about 12 o'clock. Then it 
suddenly dropped belo the horizon and disappeared out of si^t, in an arcing pattern 
to the north. 

A medium to heavy cloud cover, with very, very few stars visible. What ones 
were visible, were hazed over.

It had one bright li^t in the middle, and was outlined’in brilliant red. Some green 
lights were visible at times. Shortly afterward, Sandy saw a lar^ star ,co ing straight 
down, blinking on and off. Both girls said it could not have been a shooting star. 

April 7th...Westwood section of Fairlawn..8;15 P M ...Dolly Hansen and her neighbor, 
Shirley Cradlebaugh , while talking over the days happenings before going into their 
respective hones, bbserved vlna.t first appeared like a large star to tho southeast. How¬ 
ever, the star becajie a beautiful gold color, then changed from round to Ibng, oblong 
goldish 'something' It altered its shape three times, going from oblong to round , but 
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still retaining ttiat beautiful golden colo’*, then shot out a.groan firo^aU, and vanished* 
Qroen 'fireball taavalled southward 

' Anirtl'71fr.. .Ponninsula Valiev. .Penninsula !ld.. 10PM .. .Joyce Billings and her sistor- 
in*-law , San(^, wei« driving down Penninsula Hd, between Steeles Corners Bd and Northampton 
when they observed a largo white light. .having rod and green lights all over it, sudden¬ 
ly. shoot out a solid, beam of li^t, illuminating a clump of trees vividly, ^rther up the 
valley, just off of Everett Hd, they saw two big rotating red li^ts, hovering Just above 
troo .top level. 

April 8th>.lli3Q to 12:00 A M ...Joyce Billings, and her sister-in-law, observed a largo 
white li^t, similar to a star, except extremely mcce brilliant and much, much larger than 
any star in the hpayans appeared to be, and containing many colors..almost like a rainbow., 
that'moved up and down and side to sidoj forming what appeared to them as a design like 
the Chris-tian cross i

A largo red cross was reported in the sky, early on a Sunday morning, around 6 A M, someti o 
during the month of March, in West Virginia, but wo are unable at this time to locate the 
data with exact details. 

April 9th -.rl l P M...Barber Hd, Barberton ...Jerry Pulschamp observed a brilliant white 
light, quite largo, larger than any star - in iho-hoavons^ or ary airplane light, headedrho- 
• ward the airport..in a southerly direction. Inside the white light was a small red li^t. 

The brilliance of the object was so intense that it very nearly blinded Pulschamp and pre¬ 
vented him from driving. It would vanish, then reappear again, over the B & W plant., 
then totaly disappeared. 

April-lo-71 Biruta..8;30 to 4;00 P H . .Barberton ...brilliant silver objocet seen in sky, 

Was visible for an estimated time of perhaps 3 seconds, then simnply vanished. No noise 
April 11th...3;30 P M. ..City Airport ....Jerry Pulschangjt, having a hamburger in ^'^nnors 

ftesturant near the airport was startled to see two brilliant blue-^iiito lights, about the 
size of baseballs, hovering approximately throe feet off the street level on T riplott 
.Blvd.They became bigger and brighter as he hatched them, then disappeared without a sound. 
.tpril 5th.. .Atlanta to Georgia, .via plane. .Betty Fern .. .enrouto from i\kron to Orlando, 
,raofida, Betty Fern changed planes at Atlanta, Violent rainstonns wore in progress at the 
time, and her plane, was dolaye.d in -take-off. lAien fioaiiy did.bocome airbornej it gave 
everyone the feeling that it.was nothing less than a cracker-box in its trip southward, duo 
to th© .turbulent'air. Out the^right window, ' Bs tty‘observed a largufbrllliaht'vAiita ii^t, 
travelling in direct line with the plane, above the cloud layer, making a sort of-yo-yo 
motion, dancing up and dow, then swinging pendulum fashion , alirays returning to'its ori¬ 
ginal place of origin. Mrs Fern is not certain how long.this object remained in view, but 
at some point in the hectic flight it disappeared and was no longer visible.

it did. ■ffb c?onsidored it mijgiit have been duo to her emotional excitement over tho object, 
but, this -ee^Sfv* unliksy her vpice would have assumed lAls particular cotaparison. Wxen tho 
light changed, direction, and hoaae.d due south, her voice, x^eturnod to. normal. Tte 

thqin disappeared entirely.

Itsmaonod stationary for some tlmo. t hen moved very slowly north. No noise, No sensations 




and acattorod other areas both outlying and-closo'to Akron.. .all'bbSorvod tho samo odd, 
brilliant luininscont white streak of li^t in t ho sl^. It- occupied only a very small 
noihtwost section of tho sky, and aredd to a position directly mvoxhoad.It in some 
ways rescttblod tho ndrhtcm li^ts, but yot was not con^rablc to , in othors. Tho weather, 

however, would have boon perfect for such a display; for it was cold, crisp, cloudloss* 
and cloaPf It was reported to grow nonentariiy to a larger brilliant whlto spot diroctiy 
overhead;- vrtiich soorood to puslatc, and pstimated to bo about six or eight foot in dia- 
raotof in the sky. It did not flicker as norhtom li^ts sometimes do. Pooplo who saw 
it'notiod a li^t-hoadodnoss.fluttory effect in their vision* and something happening 
to their heart area. Tho streak of li^t remained visible for no more than about twenty 
minutes, when it soorood to disappear all at once. 

Some Qbsp^;^od it as a funrtol t>f li^t, or ‘a triangular path of luminous cloud fonaatlon, 
some Sait it looked liko a big vhito paint streak, and still othors said it bad a kind 
of gau^ appearance. 

April 14th..10 P M.. .Vfcst Hill, Akron area ...woman uncertain of ohannol, roportod her 17 

won't suddenly out..tho picture was replaced with intense snow, and a buzzing sound. Then 
a sbri_ of doorway appeared, ojl in sbadgs.^ of. gpey, at w b »Qh tine got aU. gsmsr* h*Mj)pl 
and had h wiSrd sonstt on. linmddiatoly afterward a sort of holinet or hat shaped thing 

appointed, also in shades of grey. Her hat, after seeing it, mi^t well bo conparod to 

■ftio bell shaped craft Qf Adamski fame.-She docs .not recall-when _o r if the'picture'came 
back on, as she fool asleep iimncdiatoly afterward’and did not wake up until 'hor husband 
returned about midni^t. 

In same area, wo have boon having reports of TV intorforcncos of all sorts. Voices 

that do not belong on thp moments program, pictures thht. cut' into and are ovdh-projoctod, 
wierd sigrals, not unlike Morse Code, yet not like it either. Also there hna boon much 

difficulty with tho phono conversations. .they arp cut off,• unusual noises-reported on tho 
linear • voices.cutting into and scomihg to be not,a part'of tho conversation yet alsno 
not cosparablo with a conversation normally hoard on this oarth. such as...one woman re 
ported ]«hllo talking ito a friend, a voice inter^ptod tho conversation to say ‘ Wo ro going 
gotog to center thoi beam ri^t in your location, .are you ready" followed by silpnoo- , then 
'Okay. hero it comes ...ready or not' Another hoard ' Ifo are ready to anchor the beam... 
how about all those people... can you do anything, to-got them out of the way" ..followed , 
by^,'W^ try...-but ri^t noW..do not see how that can bo done'.' Go afiead and put it . 

down*,;thoy.-will bo alright..i*' Okay..here it'comos...socuro it'.VJhat do you Know- 

about tha t .?????? ‘ 

What has YOUR phono boon doing lately???? , . 
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April l6yh ..Qonoral Tire ...Akron ...Jorty P^^slchamp , driving along by Gone ral Tiro 
and I^abbor plant, observed a largo, bri^t white li^t travcllinn g above tho plant, 
make a sudden 90 degree turn, and head south. A low humming sound was heard and object 
appeared to bo roundish in shape, with flashing rod and yellow li^ts. It disappeared 
rapidly after it made its abrupt turn to tho south* 


April l6th. East PalQgtino, Ohio..10;30 PM ...Joo Vargo,obsorvod a huge orango-red fire¬ 
ball arc earthward. No noiso, size about that of a dime hold at arms length. 'Eid not 
feel it was either shooting star or raotoror. ISast Palestine is but, a few miles from 

Ponna border, and wo roceivod a similar report from a person driving from Youn^town 
to i\kron, about tho samo time period. Their report was almost identical, except they 
said tho object arced earthward, leveled off, and proceeded in an easterly direction, 
glowing bristly rod, then seemed to simply vanish. No noise was heard in this case. 


Aithor. No difficulty with the car, but a sharp acrid odor was noted in the air. 

April 17th 10:30 P M, -N Sythampton/ .... Carol Randolph , watdiing TV with her Ihthor and 
younger brothers and sisters, suddenly saw a silvery-white object appear at the upper 
left-hand corner of tho door window, ^^ithout warning, it projoctind~~ into the room, thru 
the window almost like tho tip of a wing, penetrating into t he room abott two foot.Then 
it'travollod eastward, thru the wall, and dispppearod ,.No noiso .Other members of the 
family noted her expression, and felt odd, but did not sec tho object. Cats hair stood 
up and all throe animals growled low, throaty growls.
